TO WHICH I FEEL CONFIDENT I CAN COMMIT MYSELF. SINCE LAST 
ROUND HERE WAS SO SUCCESSFUL, I AM ANXIOUS TO BE PRESENT 
AGAIN AT NEXT SESSION, AND FIND THESE INFORMAL EXCHANGES 
HIGHLY VALUABLE EXERCISE. 

3. IN VIEW OF ABOVE, WHEN HE RETURNS TO TOKYO SHOESMITH 
PLANS TO GO BACK INFORMALLY TO EXPLAIN IMPOSSIBILITY OF 
MY JUNE SCHEDULE, AND SUGGEST EARLY SEPTEMBER DATE TO
